When you're watching your 
favorite team wipe the field 
with the opposition, how do 
you know who makes the 
great plays and the fabulous 
saves? Jersey numbers, of 
course! Ever since 1908, when 
the first number appeared on 
a football shirt, numbers have 
been a big part of sports. 

In the early days of 
baseball, players weren’t 
allowed to pick their own 
number—their batting 
order picked it for them. 
That’s how megalegends 
Babe Ruth, who batted 
third, got his famous 
Number 3 and Lou 
Gehrig (batting cleanup) 
got Number 4. Way 
later, in 1960, the 
Chicago White Sox put 


numbers on the backs and 
fronts of their uniforms—now 
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center jim 
Otto, aka 00 
(above).

(right) liked 
Number 10

When hockey players 
started wearing numbers they 
ot to pick their own, but no 
one wanted anything above 15. 
For some reason, the higher 
numbers were reserved for the 
bench warmers, assistant 
goalies and other lower-level 
team members. 

Sometimes players wear 
numbers that have special 
¥= j$=™meanings in their sport. Lots of 
football field-goal kickers wear Number 3— 
the number of points they'll score with a 
good kick. 

One football player, former Oakland 
Raiders center Jim Otto, picked 00 because it 
reminded fans of his 
name. When 
Wayne Gretzky 
started his hockey 
career, he really 
wanted Number 9, 
the same number as 
his idol Gordie 
Howe, but another 
player already had it. 
So Gretzky picked 99, 
and he’s had it ever 
since. 

Sometimes athletes 
like their numbers so much they’d pay to keep 
them. In 1984, when Brad Van Pelt joined the 
Los Angeles Raiders, fellow Raider Chris Bahr 
already wore Number 10—the number Van Pelt 
had as both a New York Giant and a college 
player. Van Pelt didn’t want to give it up, so he 
offered Bahr $5,000 to let him have the 
number—but Bahr turned him down. —Ron King

_ow do stars form and 
why do they light up? 
Benito Lugo, 12

It’s like this: A star begins as 
a vast cloud of interstellar 
(“between star”) gas and dust. 
Over millions of years, gravity 
pulls the gas and dust cloud closer 
and closer together into a ball. 
Meanwhile, the gas at the center 
gets hotter and hotter. When 
the temperature in the middle 
reaches a cool 2 million degrees 
Fahrenheit—boom!—nuclear 
fusion occurs. (That’s when the 
center gas starts to burn.) 

_ The nuclear energy lights up 
the gas surrounding the center, 
the gas ball starts shining and a 
star is born! When the gas burns 
out, the star is gone. 

Don’t worry about your favorite 
star burning out soon—that takes 
billions of years, since stars are so

Some evergreens—like pine, fir, 
spruce and cypress trees—have 
thin, needle-shaped leaves. They 
can fight cold weather because 
their leaves are so small. 
Magnolia trees, holly, ivy and 
myrtle are evergreens, too, but 
they have wide, flat leaves. 
It’s these leaves’ tough, leathery 
texture that enables them to 
keep their leaves in winter. 

Evergreens’ leaves do fall off, 
eventually. But new leaves form 
before the old ones die, so there’s 
never a time when the trees 
or shrubs are bare or brown. 

Well, that’s it for now. 
Next month I'll write about why 
soda fizzes. ’Til then, play hard 
and think deep.
